Ihe Chicago Office, by letter June 2, 1950, (Bufile 62-81093, 
Chicago Files 62-3679 and 62-4429), advised that RALPH J, 

CAPONE, upon interviewdby a Bureau agent on February 24 and | 
25, 1943, advised that he was born. in Naples, Italy January 
12, 1894 and is a naturalized citizen through his father who 
was naturalized in 1906. CAPONE stated ‘that he attended Public Scho 
No. 14 in Brooklyn, New York and lived in that city until he was 
about twenty-six years of age. He came from a large family, 

having two sisters and seven brothers. At the age of eleven, 

he left school and went to work in a postal telegraph office 

on Flatbush Avenue in Brooklyn and then worked on different 

Jobs such as streetcar conductor and in the insurance business. 
During the First World War, he was married and had a child and 

he enlistéd in the U. S. Marines but was sent back from Paris 
island, South Carolina because he had flat feet. He then 

went into the insurance business and was connected with the 

John Hancock Life Insurance Company but because of 111 health, 

gave this up and went to work on one of the docks in Brooklyn. 


À short time after that in 1922, he went to Chicago, Illinois, 
following his ‘brother, ALPHONSE CAPONE who had gone there a 
few months previously. His mother also moved to Chicago shortly 
thereafter and by 1923, the whole CAPONE family was settled 
in Chicago. RALPH stated that he did notlmow what occasioned 
the family moving to Chicago - - only that AL went there and 
AL later asked him to come and finally the whole family decided 
to go to Chicago. RALPH advised that his first position in 
Chicago was during the era of prohibition and that he sold 
beer. He said that in 1931, he was convicted for income tax 
evasion and after a prison sentence of twenty-seven months, 
returned to Chicago in 1934.

Chicago Files 62-3679 and 62-4429) advised that it was reported 
in 1946 that the following individuals were associates of 
RALPH CAPONE: 


JACK GUZIK, alias "Greasy Thumb." Prominent hoodlum connected 
with Chicago gambling and allegedly one of the ‘heads of the 
present alleged syndicate. Upon interview by Bureau agents in 
1943, RALPH CAPONE admitted that during the prohibition era 
he had been in partnership with JACK GUZIK in the beer | 
business. | 


HARRY GUZIK (deceased). Member of the old. CAPONE gang; formerly 
prominent in Chicago vice and gambling. 


HYMIE LEVIN, alias "Loud Mouth." Former member of the CAPONE gang 
and one of the reported heads of the present alleged syndicate. 


JOE FUSCO, ‘Former CAPONE hoodlum and present owner of Gold Seal 
Liquors, wholesale liquor distributors. 


MIKE POTSON. Former CAPONE hoodlum and owner of Colosimo's 
Restaurant. l 


MURRY HUMPHREYS, alias "The Camel." Former member of the CAPONE 
gang and one of the reported leaders of the alleged syndicate, 
prominent in connection with gambling and labor racketeering. 


TONY ACCARDO, alias Joe Batters. Former CAPONE hoodlum presently 
reported connected. with gambling and a prominent figure in 
the alleged syndicate. 
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FRANK MARITOTE alias Frank Diamond, Former, CAPONE ‘hoodlum 
presently serving 10 years in connection with the Bioff 
Extortion Case, 


LOUIS CAMPAGNA, Former CAPONE hoodlum who was sentenced to serve 
ten years in connection with the Browne Bioff Extortion Case. 


LOUIS HEENEY. “Former CAPONE hoodlum. 
JOE CORNGOLD. Former CAPONE hoodlum. 


CLAUDE MADDOX, alias. Johnny Moore. Former CAPONE mobster presently 
connected with gambling in Cicero.

Was formerly operator of several illicit 
breweries during prohibition. 


WILLIAM GOODREAU, Mercer, Wisconsin. Former owner of the Rex

D. CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 


The Chicago Office, by letter June 2, 1950, (Bufile 62-81093, 
Chicago Files 62-3679 amd 62-4429) advised that it was alleged 
that an unknown newspaper reflected that in April, 1926, RALPH 
CAPONE was arrested with CHARLES 'FISCHETTI, who is a reported 
member of the alleged Chicago crime ‘syndicate, in a,flat at 
1924 South 49th Street, at which time five shotguns, seven 
revolvers, and one machine gun were seized. Charges in this 
matter were later dropped. 6 o 
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It was alleged that during November, 1926 CAPONE was arrested 
' as a suspect in the killing of Assistant State's Attorney 
WILLIAM H. MC SWIGGIN, but that he was released after questioning. 


It was alleged that on June 30, 1929 RALPH CAPONE was arrested 
at Colosimo's Restaurant (a former hangout of the members 

of the alleged Capone crime syndicate), at which time a 
number of guns were found under the table. This case was 
later dismissed. 


It was alleged that” on Janury 12, 1930 two nightclubs, namely, 
the Cotton Club, 5342 W. 22nd Street, and the Montmarte, 
unidentified, allegedly owned by RALPH CAPONE in Cicero, were 
raided. | 


According to the Chicago Daily Tribune of April 26, 1930, RALPH 
CAPONE was indicted by tne Federal Grand Jury at Chicago, Illinois, 
charged with income tax evasion. The Government testimony in 

this case revealed that RALPH CAPONE had deposited $1,871,000 

in seven accounts under his own name and various aliases at the 
Pinkert State Bank, Cicero, from 1924 to 1929, and it was estimated 
that.he owed the Government in tax penalties and interest more 

than $300,000. CAPONE denied these allegations, claiming that. 

‘he was a gambler and had sustained heavy losses during the above 
years in operating a race book. Subsequently CAPONE was found 
guilty and on June 16, 1930, was sentenced to -three years? 
imprisonment in a Federal Penitentiary and fined $10,000. He 

was received at the U. S. ‘Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas on 
November.7, 1931 and conpleted his sentence on February 27, 

1934 at McNeil Island Penitentiary, McNeil Island, Washington, 

to which place he had been transferred.

The Chicago Tribune of August 23, 1934 contained an article to 

the effect that on the preceding day, RALPH CAPONE was arrested 
with nine other individuals .by the police from the State's Attorney's 
Office in a raid on a flat above a tavern in Berwyn, Illinois. 
According to this article, they were questioned concerning 
complaints made to the State's Attorney that CAPONE had reorganized 
the remnants of his brother's old gang to force saloon owners in 

the western part of Cook County to buy the beer from the Great 
Lakes Brewery, Calumet City, Illinois. This article related 

that one of the men arrested with CAPONE was. EDWARD J. KONVALINKA, 
age 40, 2439 50th Avenue, Cicero, Republican committeeman in that 
Suburb and also Republican candidate for State Senator from the 

18th District. According to this article, RALPH CAPONE, KONVALINKA, 
and the other men arrested with then denied using any strong-arm 
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methods in the sale of Great Lakes Brewery beer, and officials 

of this concern were reportedly contacted but denied that CAPONE 
and his associates had any connection with the brewery or its sales 
force, | | | | 


This article mentioned further that according to statements 
attributed to WILBERT FP. CROWLEY, then First Assistant to the 
State's Attorney,.and Lieutenant THOMAS KELLY, then Assistant 
to Captain DANIEL GILBERT, Chief Investigator for the State's 
Attorney's Office, the procedure by which CAPONE was alleged 
to be coercing saloonkeepers was.by circulating throughout 
the western suburbs and into the outlying sections of the 
south side of Chicago, insisting that tavernkeepers take the 
Great Lakes beer. When the tavernkeepers demurred, CAPONE's 
"sales force" would leave a barrel of beer, telling the tavern- 
keeper to use it and pay for it later. 


This article reported further that during the investigation by 
the State authorities, CAPONE and the others were allegedly 
questioned concerning an alleged tie-up with officials in 
Cicero and neighboring suburbs by which the saloons not taking 
the beer had to observe the 1:00 AM closing law, while saloons 
using the beer could stay open later. This article stated 
that it had been reported that if a: saloonkeeper took the 
beer, he could display and operate slot machines, while he 
could not have the machines if he refused the beer. 


T-13, who has furnished insufficient information on which to 
judge his reliability, on June 1, 1935 advised an agent that 
JOHN HAMILTON, who was then being sought as a fugitive, was 
"hooked up in some way with ‘the CAPONE gang," and indicated 
that RALPH CAPONE was in touch with HAMILTON. This informant 
stated that during the summer of 1934, HAMILTON made frequent 
visits to the Silver Slipper Roadhouse, the Hi-Lo Cabaret, and 
a tavern at 6725 S. Ashland, all reportedly owned by CAPONE 
or the CAPONE interests. 


T-14, who has furnished insufficient information on which to 
judge his reliability, during April, 1936, advised an agent 
that RALPH CAPONE and his mob were located in the Hawthorne 
Hotel, Cicero, Illinois, which hotel was used as a headquarters, 
and. that members of the syndicate patronized him, among them, 
RALPH CAPONE, Referral/Consult 
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T-16, who has furnished reliable information in the past, 

on November 18, 1939 referred to RALPH. CAPONE, FRANK NITTI 
(deceased), and "LITTLE NEW YORK" CAMPAGNA as CAPONE syndicate 
leaders, . EDEN AZ 


1-17, who has furnished insufficient information on which to 
judge his relability, during the latter part of April, 1940 
advised that for a period of several years a restaurant 
known as Smitty's Grill at Dearborn and Monroe Streets, 
Chicago, was owned by RALPH.CAPONE, and that this place — 
was used as a meeting place for those in the rackets, | 


T-18, who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that the Chicago Tribune of November 27, 1940 carried. an article 
to the effect that the State's Attorney's Office for Cook 
County was investigating the sale of bottled water in taverns 
and said that inquiry into the hoodlum control of the Bartenders 
Union had brought to the attention of State authorities the 

fact that Chicago hoodlums were trying to gain control of the 
Sale of bottled water to taverns. These efforts to control 
mineral and soda water sales to taverns were allegedly being 
made by representatives of Waukesha Waters, Inc., 116 W, 
Hubbard, in which RALPH CAPONE was.said to have an interest, 

and by representatives of the Havana Beverage Company, 3410 

W. Lake Street, in which JOHN CAPONE, RALPH's brother, was 
interested. This article allegedly stated that, muscle methods 
of salesmanship had not been resorted to bt that one tavern 
owner was quoted as having expressed the thought that it 

was considered prudent to keep some of the soda and mineral 
water of these concerns in his tavern "in case some of the 

boys drop in." 


71-19, who has furnished insufficient information on which to 
Judge his reliability, advised during June, 1946 that while 

in Miami, Florida, he learned that a beer distributing company 
claimed that it bad to push the sale of Manhattan beer for the 
reason that RALPH CAPONE was then in control of the Bartenders 
Union in Florida. Ñ 

Newspaper accounts dated September 9, 1943, name of paper not 
known, reflected that a suit against RALPH CAPONE for $24,400 
due Cook County from 1932 for personal property taxes was 
dropped by the State's Attorney's Office in Circuit Court. 
This article stated that the Sheriff was unable to find CAPONE, 
the Court was told. 
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T-20, who has furnished reliable information in the past, in 
1944 advised an agent that RALPH CAPONE, together with other 
hoodlums, including MURRAY HUMPHREYS and CLAUDE MADDOX, both 
reported members of the alleged. Chicago crime syndicate, was 
obtaining money from Local 705 of the American Federation 

of Labor Teamsters Union in Chicago. This informant advised 
that in 1943, RALPH CAPONE, MURRAY HUMPHREYS and CLAUDE MADDOX 
requested a fee of, $200,000 from this union for assuring the 
officials of the union that the election of union officials in 
1943 would not be accompanied by any violence or bloodshed. 
This informant advised that JOHN O'BRIEN, known as SANDY 
O'BRIEN, business agent for American Federation Local 710 

of the Teamsters Union, and FRANK BROWN, President of the 
Teamsters Joint Council, were collectors of funds from forty- 
seven locals wnder their jurisdiction, and that these funds 
were turned over by them to RALPH CAPONE. 


An article appearing in the Chicago Daily News, dated March 11, 
- 1944, entitled "What 'Heat Boys! Are Doing Today," contained 
information regarding various Chicago hoodlums., Regarding 
RALPH .CAPONE, this article stated: 


“RALPH. CAPONE, elder brother of ALPHONSE. Got on the list 
chiefly through that relationship; never too heavy in the mob; 
served three years for income tax violation; hangs his | 

hat in the Knickerbocker Hotel and at 4300 Marine Drive; 
operates a charged water business at 116 Hubbard Street and 
has some cigarette vending machines." 


The Chicago Sun newspaper dated April 27, 1944 contained an 
article entitled "Forty-One Gangsters Called Before Grand 
Jury." This article stated that virtually every hoodlum and 
underworld figure of consequence in the Chicago area was 
included among forty-one men subpoenaed by the April Grand 
Jury on the previous day as the Starting point of what ‘the 
State's Attorney's Office described as "an investigation into 
‘Who's Who! in Gangland Strife." Among others named. in this 
article was RALPH CAPONE, who was described as "brother of 
Scarface Al and a lesser member of Al's old gang." 


T-21, who has furnished reliable information in the past, in 
September, 1944, advised an agent that the syndicate at Cicero, 
Illinois. was believed to be in the absolute control of RALPH 
CAPONE. This informant stated that it was rumored that RALPH 
CAPONE may still be taking orders with regard to syndicate 
activities from hisbrother, AL. This informant named RALPH 
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CAPONE's lieutenants in Cicero as being JACK GUZIK, in charge 

of gambling; EDDY VOGEL, slot and pinball machines; JOEY AIUPPA, 
wa. Joey O'Brien, in charge of books, card and dice games, and 
RICHARD J. HART, in charge of cigarette vending machines. 

The. first three lieutenants are reportedly members of the alleged 
Chicago crime syndicate and RICHARD J. HART is an alleged 
relative of RALPH CAPONE. , Referral/Consult

assassinated. However, according to this informant, RALPH's 
brother, AL CAPONE, who was then confined in a Federal 
Penitentiary, opposed this plan.as he thought it might hinder 
his chances of being released, and as a result of ALts 
Suggestion, this business was not taken over. After AL's 
release, the CAPONE interests allegedly made an offer to buy 
half or all of the RAGEN business, but RAGEN wanted too much 
noney for his interest and the deal fell through.

Ihe Chicago American of September 17, 1947 contained an 

article to the effect that the Summerdate Station of the Chicago 
Police Department maintained a gallery containing photographs 

of "Chicago's 29 Top Hoodlums." Among others, the photograph 

of RALPH CAPONE was included in this gallery. 


Z-27, who has furnished reliable information in the .past, 
advised that it was alleged during the fall of 1947 that RALPH 
CAPONE spent most of his time at the Recap Lodge near Mercer, 
Wisconsin and that he still owned the Rex Hotel in Mercer 

and was frequently seen in Billy's Bar, located in this hotel. 
It was further alleged that confidential police sources 
related that as far as they knew, RALPH CAPONE had not 

been active in any activity around Chicago nor had he been 
seen in Chicago.

During interview had with RALPH CAPONE by Bureau agents on 
February 24 and 25, 1943, he advised that he had established

reportedly a own Chicago nocdlum. This 
informant made available a newspaper clipping from the 
Chicago Tribune dated November 27, 1940 which stated that 
RALPH CAPONE had an interest in the Havana Beverage Company 
which was at that time being investigated by the State's 
Attorney's Office. 


During May, 1943, ANTHONY CALABRESE, president of the Havana 
Beverage Company, during an interview with a special agent, 
advised that it had been rumored that RALPH CAPONE was employed 
by his concern. MR. CALABRESE, however, emphatically denied 
that RALPH CAPONE was in any way associated with this concern 
and stated in fact that CAPONE was his competitor.

reportedly convicted in Federal Court in 1936 for an income tax 
violation, took over the management of the Towne Club, Cicero, 
Illinois. RALPH CAPONE and LIPSCHULTZ were allegedly the 
owners of this establishment and according to this informant, 
in December, 1942, the Towne Club was burned down by CAPONE 

and LIPSCHULTZ and they collected $20,000 insurance after 

the fire. This money, according to informant, was ater used by 
them in the purchase of the Club Morocco.. Informant also 
advised that RALPH CAPONE and LOUIS LIPSCHUITZ also owned the 
4811 Club, Cicero; the Paddock Club, Cicero; the Storm Club, N. 
State Street, Chicago; the Happy Hour Club, located across 

the street from the Hotel Sherman in Chicago; the Tap Room 

of the Devonshire Hotel, Chicago, and Rinella's Brown Derby 
Theatre Dafe, Wabash and Monroe Streets, Chicago. All of 

these places are reportedly patronized by hoodlums. 


T-35, who has furnished reliable information in the past, in 
June, 1946, advised an agent that he had received information 
to the effect that RALPH CAPONE and MIMI CAPONE, brothers of 
AL CAPONE, had purchased an interest in the Palomar Hotel, 
364 O'Farrell Street, San Francisco, and that it would be 
used as a hideout. 
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The Capital Times, of Madison, Wisconsin, under date of 
August 22, 1951, carried an article which reflected that

On January 21, 1936, the Chicago Tribune disclosed 
that liens for Federal Alcohol Tax claims totaling 35127,439, 
were filed against six prohibition era beer and liquor 
runners on January 20, 1936.

On March 11, 1938, the Chicago Tribune disclosed 
that Mrs. VELMA CAPONE, wife of RALPH, filed suit for 
divorce on the grounds of cruelty.

1937). Her attorney, PRANK TWEED, stated that RALPH

Ihe Chicago Tribune dated March 23, 1939, reflects 
that RALPH CAPONZ was served with a subpoena requiring him 
to testify in the Government!s tax case against JOHN TORRIO. 
thea. subpoena was served on CAPONE in the office of the 
WAUKESDA WATER COMPANY, 116 West Hubbard Street, his 
employer. | 


According to the Chicago Tribune for May 6, 1939, 


Mrs, VELMA CAPONE was granted a divorce from her husband, 
RALPH CAPONE. 
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The Chicago Tribune for March 25, 1939, disclosed 
that Attorney CHARLES SCHAUB had informed Federal Judge 
CHARLES E. WOODWARD that negotiations were in progress: 
in Washington, D. C. for settlenont of the Government's 
claim for 320,000 in income taxes for the years 1922, 1923, 
and 1924 against RALPF CAPONS. As a result of this, the 
civil suit against CAPONE was stricken from the court call 
with leave to reinstate. 


On October 23, 1939, the Chicago News disclosed 
that civil judgement for 212,289.50 was entered in the 
Federal Court of Judge CHARLES i. WOODWARD against RALPH 
CAPOTE for income tax and penalties for 1922 to 1925. 

It was said that another judgment against CAPONE was in 
preparation for his tax delinquencies for 1926 to 1928. 


| | The Chicago Tribune on June 1, 1910, disclosed 
that RALPH CAPONE was arrested on May 31, 1910, as a 
suspicious person. When questioned by Assistant United 
States Attorney WILBERT PF. CROWLEY and Captain DANISL 
GILBSRI, CAPONE claimed that he was making an honest living 
peddling the products of the WAUIKESFA WATER CONPAWY, 116 
Nest Hubbard; he denied knowing anything about slot 
machines or EDWARD VCGEL, reputed syndicate boss of this 
business, a matter in which the State's Attorney was 
interested. 


On November 27, 1940, the Chicago Tribune 
announced that the State's Attorney's Office was investigating 
the sales of tavern water; lt was said that the inquiry 
into the alleged hoodlum control of the bartender!s union 
had brought to the attention of the authorities the fact 
that hoodluns were trying to gain control of the tavern 
bottled water business. This effort was beins made, 
according to tavern owners, by representatives of CAPONS 
controlled companies, namely, the WAUKESHA WATER ÜOUPANY, 
116 West Hubbard, in which RALPH CAPONE was said to play 
a prominent part and the KAVANA BSVERAGS COMPANY in which 
JOHN CAPONZ was interested. Muscle methods of salesmenship

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had not been resorted to; however, one tavern ovmer 
said that he considered it "a good idea to have a bottle 
of hoodlum water on hand in case sone of the boys drop 
in", 


This article estinated that approximately 672,000 
bottles of mixed water was used by Onicago taverns each 
month, and that revenue from the sales of this would amount 
to a large sunm. 


On June 29, 1912, the Chicago Tribune carried an 
article reflecting that PETER SHAYNE, President of the 
Chicago Motion Picture Operators Union, was to testify 
in New York City on the following day regarding statements 
made by him previously concerning payments made by the 
Union to the CAPONE syndicate. It was said that the 
syndicate maintained iron-handed control of the Chicago 
Union and that SHAYNS's statements concerned "certain 
envelopes containing money" which he, for a long time, 
handed to NICK CIaCELLA, alias NICK DEAI, and more 
recently, passed on to RALPH "BOTTLES" CAPONE. 


It should be noted here that this information 
was developed during the investigation of the extortion 
of more than one million dollars from four major motion 
picture producers by the International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employees and Motion Picture Operators. 
“NICK CIRCELLA, on a plea of guilty, was sentenced to 
eight years in a Federal penitentiary; GEORGE BROWNS and 
WILLIE BIOFF, also implicated in the extortion plot, were 
given similar sentences. 


On February 18, 1943, the Chicago Tribune and 
American carried articles reflecting that RALPH CAPONs 
and other "big shobs" of the syndicate were being sought 
by the United States Marshal in connection with a mammoth 
income tax investigation; this investigation was the result 
of statements made by NICK CIROZLLA, GZORGZ BROWNE, and 
WILLIS BIOFF, who were seeking to lighten the sentences 
imposed tn connection with the movie extortion plot. 
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It was pointed out in the American that many 
authorities believe that the torch murder of ESTELLE 
CAREY, GIRCELLA's sweetheart and confidante, grew out 
of the "heat" placed on the gangsters by statements made 
by CIRCELLA, BROWNE, and BIOFT. 


On February 20, 1913, the Chicago Tribune’ 
disclosed that ABRAHAM TEITLEBAUM, the CAPONES! attorney, 
advised the United States Marshal that RALPH CAPON.L 
might surrender to them in order to see why they were 
seeking to serve him, CAPONE, with a subpoena,  TZIXJLSDBAUM 
said also that RALPH CAPONE might so to New York City 
and appear before a Federal Grand Jury if he did not 
surrender. This article indicated that the Federal Grand 
Jury wished to question RALPH CAPONE concerning the activities 
of GEORGE BROWi, WILLIS BIOs’, and NICK CIRCELIA. 


The Chicago Sun dated March 6, 1913, disclosed 
that RALPH CAPONE had returned to Chicago, after having 
undergone a three day grilling by a New York Grand Jury 
din connection with the (21,000,000 motion picture shake- 


down. 


On April 5, 194.3, the Chicago News identified 
RALPH CAPONE as the owner of a two-story building 
located at 1600 South Austin Boulevard, Cicero, allinois, 
and stated that he also maintained a swank apartment on 
Chicago's Lake Shore. On April lh, 1943, the News 
disclosed that 1t was incorrect in stating that RATPH 
CAPONE was the owner of the building mentioned above.

On February 19, 1959, Former SA HAROLD RANSTAD, represent- 
ing the U. S. Senate Select Committee on Improper Activities 
in the labor or management field, commonly known as the
